When a trailer tire blows out} 
1 a wheel hearing lets you down | 
ihe hard way miles from no- 
where you can be in real trouble 
if vou didn’ nave the foresight 
lo carry a spare along. Spares! 
don’t cost that much extra and! 
when you need one it will more | 
than pay for itself right then. 

To keep tire trouble and costs | 
fo a minimum, 
tips in mind: 

Remember that the right- -hand! 
traiier lire takes more punish- i 
ment than the left one. Onj 
crowned roads it gets more of| 
the total load than its mate be- 
cause the load leans to the right. 
{t strikes broken pavement on 
the edges, litter and bits of grav- 
el frem the road shoulder. It is, 
much more apt to clip curbs and j 
to suffer bruises, 

Once a year. or oftener if you 
use your trailer a lot, it is a 
gaad idea ta switch tires. This 
night be easiest to remember 
during routine wheel greasing, 
which should be done about ev- 
evry 1.000 miles. 

Smal] tires turn faster than 
large ones, so chances are your 
trailer wheels take more of a 
beating than your car’s wheels. 
‘trailers are also more apt to 
be used on hot pavement in the 
summer months than at other 
times of year, A slightly under- 
inflated fire can be subject to 
much mere rapid and severe 
sidewall flexing which will make 
it run at very high temperatures. 
To avoid blowouts and lengthen 
tire life considerably, be fussy 
about maintaining correct infla- 
Uion pressure. 

Since a trailer tire is not used 
for braking, its tread will not 
2s saon as your car 
The sidewalls, though, are 
“subject ed to as much or even 
imore stress and strain. Cheek 
‘them re gularly and if they are 
badly scraped or cracked, re- 
place them. 

Durie the time you are not 
using your trailer, it is a good 
idea to have the proper type of 
surface on which to park it. Set 
lwo concrete building blocks in 
(he ground, flush with the surf- 
ace, to provide two hard, dry 
areas for the tires to rest on. 

Trailer owners who have to 
store them outdoors find that 
the allernate freezing and thaw- 
ing of the ground in winter 
makes trailer tires work deep 
into the ground after a period of 
Sty laige areas 
of tre d “and sidewall are buried 
in wet carth, leading to deterior- 
anon of the tire rubber. 

The sunken concrete blocks 
thus protect the trailer tires and, 
at the same time, keep your 
yard from being torn up.
